1 . Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 14, "a flat" output element is not understood. As also set forth on page 
8, lines 1-7 of the decision by the Board of Appeals: 

s~ We also share the examiner's point of view that the 
recitation in claim 14 of *a flat output element* is not 
understandable. Neither appellants* underlying disclosure 
{specification, page 10) nor the argument advanced on appeal 
(brief* page 12) offers any guidance whatsoever as to a meaning 
that can be attributed to a % flat output element*. Thus, the 
language at issue renders claim 14 indefinite. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of 
claim 14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Additionally, the 
subject matter of claims 2-3, 7-1 2. and 15-16 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). 

Note the footnotes at the bottom of page 3 of the decision by the Board of 
Appeals: 

2 While not at issue in this appeal, as recognized by 
appellants (reply brief , page 6), the examiner's concern as to 
the drawings is sound (answer, page 5) . We note that the 



Note the Examiner Answer on page 5: 
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The specification and drawings do not clearly define the structure of *a flat" 
output dement. 

It is noted that the drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Appellant has failed to show the elements as set forth in claims 2-3, 7*12, 
andH-16. 

The specification must clearly indicate the structure of the device that is old in the 
art. Applicants arguments alone are insufficient. An understanding of the invention 
must be ascertained from the original disclosure and not in view of arguments directed 
to similar cited art. 

3. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Applicant must include marked- 
up drawings showing proposed changes. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. No new matter should be entered. 

4. INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 
Replacement Drawing Sheets 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement figures which incorporate 
the desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1.84. An explanation of the 
changes made must be presented either in the drawing amendments, or remarks, 
section of the amendment.

6. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Lord 
et al (4974475) or Anderson et al (4,993,288). 

7. Claims 1-13 and 15-20 are allowed. 

8. Claim 22 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
